Spectators at the Springville-Sierra rodeo April 11 and 12 wi 

hear a familiar voice doing the play-by-play call for the professional 
rodeo contests, a voice familiar to rodeo fans of the area even though 
the man who belongs to the voice has never before worked behind the 
mike at the Springville rodeo. 
Signed to handle the announcing chores this year is Lex Connelly, 
commentator for the six national television rodeo programs done each 
year by ABC’s ‘Wide World of Sports” series. During the twelve- 
month TV run of the “Stoney Burke” program, Connelly was also 
heard as the rodeo announcer in the background of arena scenes. 

The ex-contestant and rodeo administrator was slated to an- 
nounce at Springville last year, then had to check out when ABC de- 
cided to originate a rodeo program from the colorful arena in the hills. 

Announcing is really a weekend sideline for Connelly. His full 
time occupation is General Manager of the National Finals Rodeo, 
the championship playoffs which end the rodeo season each year. Be- 
fore coming to Los Angeles in that capacity two years ago, Connelly 
was Managing Director of the Rodeo Cowboys Association for five 
years. In the cowboy sport, the R.C.A. holds a position parallel to 
that of the P.G.A. in tournament golf. 

Born in Pennsylvania, Connelly grew up in Arizona and Wyom- 
Hing, put in a two-year hitch in the South Pacific with the Marine 
WCorps during World War II, and has been rodeoing for eighteen years. 
The first eleven of these he was a full-time contestant, headquarter- 
ing at Fresno. During this time he won steer wrestling contests at 
New York’s Madison Square Garden, the California Rodeo, Salinas;

REUBEN, REUBEN, by Peter 
DeVries, consists of three inter- 
related episodes knit into a story 
which combines mocking sarcasm, 
bawdy humor and tragedy. The 
best episode is the first, in which 
a ‘native’? Connecticut chicken 
farmer (who speaks of himself as 
a displaced person in his own 
home town) sets out to bamboozle 
the new commuter crowd which 
has snubbed his granddaughter. 
Unexpectedly he is fascinated, 
drawn into their circle, and intro- 
duced to a Scottish-Welsh poet 
who has been reciting his poetry, 
drinking and womanizing all down 
the eastern seaboard. The poet 
provides the tragic episode. The 
third episode brings in an English 
actor and writer of dubious sex 
who follows everyone around with 
a notebook. The novel is a stage 
for DeVries’ bitter, funny and all- 
to-apt comment on the silly and 
the sacrosanct in present-day 
American life. 

A well written historical novel 
about the United States, starting 
with the invention of the automo- 
bile and ending with the begin- 
ning of the 2nd world war, is 
SOME TRUST IN CHARIOTS, by 
Jack Weeks. The story concerns a 
farm boy who becomes an automo- 
tive genius, his rise to fortune and 
his effect on a city (obviously De- 
troit). The early part of the story 
is filled with wonderful rough, 
tough material about cars, early 
racing, and early cross-country 
touring in the West. In its later 
stages the story dwells on the rise 
of unionism, savage strikes and vi- 
cious strike-breakers, as well as 
the personal problems of the auto 
tycoon’s son, who is very unlike 
his father. The son is a highly 
educated man, a man of sensitiv- 
ity and finesse, and awake to po- 
litical problems in the 1930’s and 
1940’s. The book gives a fine pic- 
ture of this period in our history. 

Phyllis Whitney’s followers will 
enjoy her latest, BLACK AMBER 
— a craftsmanlike, entertaining 
suspense story in a Turkish set- 
ting, a villa on the water near 
Istanbul. The 23-year-old heroine 
has come in’the disguise of a sec- 
retary-researcher for an artist, to 
try to find out how her stepsister, 
the artist’s wife, had died. She en- 
ters a mysterious household full of 
rivalries and hatreds and subject to 
ravage by what may be a polter- 
geist. 

Other novels worth mentioning 
include THE NIGHT OF THE 
GENERALS, by Hans Krist — a 
biting satire about high German 
officers in World ‘War II; A BAN- 
NER WITH A STRANGE DEVICE 
by Arona McHugh — a dramatic 
absorbing novel set in 1948-49 in 
Boston; ‘WHEN LIONS FEED, by 
Wilbur Smith — a story set in 
Rhodesia in the late 19th century; 
EL SENOR PRESIDENTE, by Mi- 
guel Asturias — about the terror

Grease paint, baggy clothes and comedy antics can’t hide the fact 
that a good rodeo clown must be a very courageous man. He’s called 
“clown” but his real purpose in the arena is a very serious one — to 
save the fallen cowboy from the charging brahma bull. 

Wes Curtis, who will clown the Springville-Sierra Rodeo April 11 
und 12, says he “didn’t ever mean to be brave — it just happened by 
accident.” 

Curtis was a hopeful brone and bull rider when World War II 
broke out. He joined the Navy, then went right back to rodeoing af- 
ter the war. At one rodeo the clown was injured and Wes stepped in 
to protect the other cowboys from the bulls. 

It so happened the announcer for that rodeo was Abe Lefton, the 
all-time greatest rodeo microphone personality. Lefton saw much 
promise in the eager, agile Curtis, and approaching the young cowboy 
about a career as a clown. Wes was interested, and Lefton helped 
him get the contract for the Sheriff’s Rodeo in the Los Angeles Coli- 
seum. The attendance that day was a record 108,000. 

“T was a lot more scared of that crowd: than of the bulls,’’ Curtis 
recalls, but he thrilled that huge throng so well that day his future 
Was assured, and he’s been one of rodeo’s most popular funny man- 
safety man combination ever since.
